Anshan, city of 200.000 in the Mukden industrial region of M anchu­ 
ria, is one of the most im portant producers of chem ical by-products vi­ 
tal to Japan’s m anufacture of munitions. 
Its output includes sizeable 
percentages of Hie total empire production of Benzene, toluene, phenol 
and synthetic oils. 
The mills there are the second largest producers of 
pig iron and the third largest of rolled steel and steel ingot* in the em ­ 
pire.

WINNING THE PEACE IN ARGENTINA 
The official portion of our government that A r­ 
gentina’s current regime has handicapped the Allies 
in war and is threatening the hope of peace by em ­ 
bracing a Fascist doctrine is as momentous as the 
war news from Europe and Asia. 
Victory over Germany and Japan would be spoiled 
for' the United States and the American republics 
which have cooperated in the war if they were to 
face afterward a new source of trouble in this hem i­ 
sphere. 
It would be spoiled, as well, for all the Allies 
Argentine could use its sovereignty and its resources 
to play the same role in this hemisphere as Japan 
has played in Asia and Germany in Europe a dissi­ 
dent element in a plan of collective security. 
It has chosen to follow a policy of obstructionism 
in the conduct of the war and has used Its Influence 
to challenge the credo of collective security 
Instead 
of subscribing to the doctrine of good neighborliness, 
it has subscribed to a doctrine of isolation from the 
American community, with overt gestures of sym ­ 
pathy for the Axis. 
It has rejected overtures of friendship and even 
of conciliation. 
lbs present government, an authori­ 
tarian regime built on military foundations, has been 
impervious to the threat and use of economic sanc­ 
tions. 
Its line of determination now lias been pro­ 
jected to a point where a m ajor crisis is crystallized 
in relations with bot hthe United States and its al­ 
lies. 
Argentina is plainly determined to go its own 
way—and the way is too .strongly suggestive of the 
Axis to bg disregarded, or dismissed as merely a 
m anifestation of independence. 
Argentina's sovereignty Is respected- 
Its sover­ 
eignty cannot be permitted, however, to raise In the 
new world the Identical threat to security which was 
raised In Europe by Germany, Italy and their satel­ 
lites and In Asia by Japan. 
Here, in tangible form, 
is one of the problems of winning the peace—posed 
for the Allies before they have finished winning the 
war. 


TRIUMPH OF HORSE SENSE 
The great Inconsistency of the New Deal in its 
hey-dny was its system atic persecution of the sources 
of employment when unemployment was the coun­ 
try ’s m ain problem. 
Instead of recognizing th at the 
fate of Its reforms was contingent on the restoration 
of Hie high national income It professed to be seek­ 
ing, the New Deal Jeopardized its alms by m any 
measures tending to repress the only force, except 
war. which cun produce national income. 
It dem and­ 
ed the fruits of a high rate of national enterprise 
while denying enterprise the confidence it needed 
to become more active. 
There has been In this reaped a modified trium ph 
of horse sense. 
Almost unnoticed in the excitem ent 
of the war emergency, but. stim ulated by proof th a t 
the emergency was being surm ounted by the re ­ 
sourcefulness of private enterprise when given rea­ 
sonable latitude and a chance to be of service, there 
has emerged one of Gov. Dewey's "areas of agree­ 
ment?* 
Both political parties and all other organi­ 
zations In the nation with a voice now advocate e f­ 
fectual measures to help private enterprise furnish 
maximum employment after the war. 
Both parties 
advocate tax reform to help accomplish this 
For 
the fir st time in a political generation, the source 
of tile nation’s well being 
enterprise—is being prom ­ 
ised a green light by both political parties. 


TEN YEARS OF FUA 
After a decade of continuous activity as a fed­ 
eral sponsor of tire nation's housing team —tile public 
which buys houses, the bundlers who erect them and 
the banks which finance them — FUA is looking for­ 
ward to post-war opportunities 
FHA was created under the national housing act, 
approved in 1934, and since then has transacted an 
average business of more than a billion dollars a 
year, all of its directly concerned with meeting the 
country's insatiable need for more adequate housing 
All its business, of course, represents an equivalent 
am ount of private business; 
it secures, does not 
make, loans. 
Losses have been light. 
At present, FHA is concentrating on housing to 
meet 
war needs 
But its wartime activities have 
been the result of a shift of emphasis, not of prin­ 
ciples. 
Before the war. it was doing virtually the 
same thing, and when tile war is over it will be ready 
with experience and the prestige it has earned to 
help the housing team meet the demands of peace­ 
time. 
Perhaps no single ne agency of government has 
put down deeper roots. 
Certainly few of the new 
agencies have had the benefit of a charter which 
enabled them to be so useful with so little interfer­ 
ence in the affairs of those who used them. 


ON TI1F. SAI ES TAX UMH 
Critics of Ohio's retail sales tax are busy again 
with their attem pts to saw off the sales tax limb 
while they are sitting on it. 
Petitions are being cir­ 
culated proposing an am endm ent to the state con­ 
stitution which, if enacted, would abolish the tax 
entirely. 
It Is possible the petitions may get the total of 
signatures before Aug. 9 needed to put the proposed 
am endm ent on the ballot in November. 
It is pos­ 
sible if the proposal goes on the ballot that the pub­ 
lic will approve it. 
In the meantime, however, no 
alternative is proposed to replace the $60,000,000 of 
revenue produced annually by the tax—revenue w#!ich 
is th* backbone of th e state's income 
The initiative is not being used improperly in this 
case, but it stands to reason that if any group in ­ 
tends to try to elim inate the chief sourse of Ohio’s
